Page 8, lines 15-18, the phrase "In the Figure 6 variation, sleeve 43 is 
replaced by a further hollow, torsionally elastic member, in this case a wire 
torsion spring 51" has been changed to -- In the Figure 6 variation, angular 
connecting means sleeve 43 is replaced by a further hollow, torsionally elastic 
member, angular connecting means wire torsion spring 51-. 
In Claim 2: 

Line 5, the phrase "840)" has been changed to -(40)-. 
In Claim 7: 

Line 1 , the phrase "claimed in Claim 6" has been changed to - claimed in 
Claim 1-. 
In Claims 2-17: 
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On line 1 of each claim, "A belt tensioner" has been changed to --The belt 
tensioner-. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
requires a two-arm belt tensioner with a torsionally elastic member extending through a 
tube. Claim 1 further requires two end caps secured to opposing ends of the elastic 
member, which are secured by connecting means inside the tubular supporting portion. 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest these features. 

Lolli et al. (U.S. Patent Publication No. 20060217222) discloses a two-arm 
concentric belt tensioner. However, they fail to disclose an internal elastic member, 
caps or cylindrical sleeve. 

Lemberger et al. (U.S. Patent Publication No. 20040171448) discloses a 
concentric two-arm belt tensioner with elongated elastic member and cap. However, 
they fail to disclose caps or an internal spring. 

Bogner (U.S. Patent No. 6648783) discloses a two-arm concentric belt tensioner. 
However, he fails to disclose end caps or an internal elastic member. 

AN et al. (U.S. Patent Publication No. 20020039944) discloses a two-arm 
concentric belt tensioner. However, they fail to disclose end caps or an internal elastic 
member. 

Giese (German Patent DE 4243451) discloses a two-arm concentric belt 
tensioner. However, he fails to disclose end caps or an internal elastic member. 
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Bartos et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4758208) discloses a two-arm concentric belt 
tensioner. However, they fail to disclose end caps or an internal elastic member. 

Muhr et al (DE 3912944) discloses an internal elastic member, however it is 
embodied in a single arm belt tensioner. 

Sauermann et al (WO2004042253) and Lemberger et al (EP001420192) disclose 
two-arm concentric belt tensioners, however the applications were published after the 
priority filing date of the application. 

Cancilla (U.S. Patent No. 4069719) discloses a two-arm belt tensioner. 
However, he fails to disclose end caps or an internal elastic member.
